Maiden Beech racers go green w

MAIDEN Beech Academy pupils have been given 
the opportunity to build their own green powered 
racing car and compete nationally in a unique tour¬ 
nament. 

The Greenpower Education Trust is a charity 
which was set up 15 years ago with the objective of 
advancing education in the subjects of sustainable 
engineering and technology by linking industry and 
community through inspirational projects. 

With a well established interest in battery powered 
vehicles at the school thanks to design technology 
teacher Jak Flatt, who encourages his students to 
build and race models every year, Maiden Beech 
was chosen as an ideal candidate for the project. 

Local tool company Silverline sponsored a Green- 
power kit car for the school which consisted of the 
basic frame, including steering, wheels and electric 
power supply. 

They also donated a supply of tools, overalls and 
hats for the pit crew. The students were shown an 
assembled model at an official presentation, at¬ 
tended by local MP David Laws, but they received 
theirs in flat pack form. 

They will now build the car and connect the elec¬ 
tric supply, create a customised design to build the 
body and make it streamlined and unique to them, 
figure out their own gearing and then be ready to 
race against other schools. 

Trustee Edward Way, himself an engineer, pre¬ 
sented the car and explained to the students his be¬ 
lief that engineering was very important for the 
future. 

The trust has started these projects to inspire and 
encourage young people to take it up. He said: “On 
behalf of the charity, I would really like to thank Sil¬ 
verline for supporting us. It is only because of their 
sponsorship we have been able to do this.” 


Lauren Kennedy of Silverline Tools was delighted 
to be there and said she hoped they would enjoy the 
car and using the tools. 

Mr Laws commented that it was the first time he 
had seen one of these cars and said: “It looks like a 
good piece of kit. Maiden Beech has always had a 
good reputation for science and DT. 

“I think it is a subject definitely coming back into 
its own and in our area there are some really good 
engineering companies, so it’s a good thing to think 
about.” 

Headteacher Steve Smith said: “Thank you for 
giving this to us. I think everyone is going to have a 


lot of fun designing and building it.” 

The trust run endurance tests of an hour with five 
different drivers to see who has made the most of 
their build; each car has a pit stop crew, just like in 
Formula One. 

The heats are held at different locations across the 
country, including at the Merryfield airfield at Ilton, 
culminating in a final at Goodwood. 

There, the finalists not only compete against each 
other but have an opportunity to go up against pro¬ 
fessional drivers, in a corporate challenge from 
companies such as Jaguar and BMW which also 
have the same basic vehicle.

Concerts in the West: 

Tamsin Waley Cohen, violin, 
Stephen Upshaw, viola, 

John Reid, piano 

Concert Review by Anthony Pither 

THERE are remarkably few opening bars that refresh the 
spirit as Beethoven's appropriately named 'Spring' 
Sonata does. Tamsin and John had the instinct and 
charisma to make this happen. They were also able to 
turn on the heat when the 31 -year-old composer made 
his demands. Such spontaneity was also required of 
these young players, each already established and well 
known in their field, in the finale of this Sonata, and 
again, to close the concert, with the equally persuasive 
playing of Stephen, in the rondo of Mozart's Kegelstatt 
Trio. This is music to lift you from the pressures of every¬ 
day life. 

Stephen and John were at the height of their powers 
in the remarkably accomplished and substantial Viola 
Sonata of 1919 by Rebecca Clarke - a work that, thanks 
to them, and others, is appearing more frequently in 
recitals. We were moved by Stephen's technique and as¬ 
sured playing - wide-ranging in expression over its 
three movements - as well as the sound of the viola and 
the sheer beauty of tone. The work is well worth seeking 
out for its predating of style - Vaughan Williams and 
Ravel, for instance - but most of all for its originality 
from this one-time violist in Henry Wood's Queen's Hall 
Orchestra. 

Tamsin is currently signed by Signum Artists for CD 
recordings each of which has stirred critics to heart¬ 
warming approval. At the Royal Academy of Music, 
John has a role as Chamber Music Administrator and 
coach. Separately, both Tamsin and John can often be 
heard on BBC Radio 3. 

Stephen has performed with many chamber and sym¬ 
phonic groups, notably playing contemporary music, 
internationally as well as in the UK, and like the others 
at present resident in London. What all three brought 
to this series of Concerts in the West was the opportu¬ 
nity to play together with immense elegance and inten¬ 
sity.

Ingredients 
About 25 
elderflower heads 
2 lemons 
1 orange 

90g citric or tartaric 
acid 

(available from 
chemists) 

2kg caster sugar 


Method 

1. Put the elderflower heads in a large preserving pan 
or clean bucket and squeeze the juice from the 
lemons and the orange over them, then add the citric 
or tartaric acid. Cut the squeezed fruit into large 
chunks and add these to the preserving pan or bucket. 

2. Put the caster sugar in a separate pan with 1.5 litres 
water and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat and sim¬ 
mer, stirring constantly, until all the sugar has dis¬ 
solved. Pour the syrup over the flowers, cover and 
leave for 24 hours. 

3. Strain the liquid through clean muslin, pour into 
sterilised bottles

Ingram then fell and was swiftly followed 
by Alex Barrow, fresh from his duties as 
England's 12th man in the test match 
against India. 

But this brought Lewis Gregory to the 
crease and the Plymouth-born 22-year-old 
proceeded to smash a career-best 105 no 
(87 balls, 13x4, 1x6) in a magnificent un¬ 
broken partnership of 209 with Hildreth 
(146no - 152 balls, 13x4, 3x6) that carried 


the Cidermen to a superb victory.

But a steady flow of dismissals left 
Tim Groenwald needing two to win off the 
last ball. He scrambled one and the match 
ended all-square.
